Response to Amendment

The Examiner notes with appreciation the cancellation of the non-elected subject matter 
from the claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. Claim 24 previously rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite. In view of the Applicants 7 amendment, the Examiner withdraws the 
rejection of the claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. In view of the Applicants' amendatory changes and cancellations, claim 24 is 
allowable, as newly renumbered claim 1. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance:

This invention relates to novel compound that is an extract of a Dysidea sponge. 
The instant application is a divisional of U.S. Application No. 10/397,803, which has 
been found allowable and is now U.S. Pat. No. 6,716,869. The allowable compounds in 
this case are limited to the structure of claim 24. Amidino-pyrroline derivatives are 
known in the art as being effective arginine mimetics, and are useful for inhibiting 
thrombin, effective for preventing thrombin-induced coagulation, for treating 
thromboses or arteriosclerosis, for example. However the aspect of preparing the 
instant claimed amidino-pyrroline, which is derived from the Dysidea sponge, is novel 
and unobvious. After a thorough search, the closest of prior art, et al, U.S. 5,856,309 was 
found to teach similar amidino-pyrroline compounds as thrombin inhibitors. However 
the compounds of the instant application contain an alkyl moiety substituted with an 
oxo group and a halogen substituent off of the indole ring in the N-position, and are 
extracted from the Dysidea sponge, which distinguishes them from the reference. 
Therefore, the prior art does not fairly suggest the instant claimed amidino-pyrroline 
compounds, or methods of using them.
